Nash Realty slams 
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Citizens’ Advisory Committee blasts Austin bus decision 


The Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee blasted the Tewksbury 
School Committee's decision to 
add $5,000 to the private school 
transportation account for an 
additional bus to Austin 
Preparatory School last Wed- 
nesday night. The decision to fund 
that extra bus was made on July 
29 after the committee heard the 
pleas of the Austin parents on 
July 22. 

The CAC’s Lauren Brann read a 
prepared statement to charge the 
committee had “misled” the CAC 
into believing that no additional 
funds would be used for private 
school busing. She said the CAC 
had been assured by Chairman 
Louis Carciofi at a public 
meeting, although she could not 
recall which meeting, and in a 
phone conversation that ‘not one 
penny more than $150,000 (the 
budgeted figure) would be spent 
onyprivate school busing.” 

rann reminded the committee 
of the CAC’s opposition to private 
school busing. She said they had 
tried to get rid of it at town 
meeting, but ‘‘couldn’t do it this 
year.” She added, “We will 
eventually,"” 

The Austin parents claimed 
they were being discriminated 
against as the only private school 
to lose a bus. They opposed the 
idea of a lottery that would 
provide a half year of tran- 
sportation for 68 of the 78 
Tewksbury students attending 
Austin, 

‘The lottery was abolished when 
Administrative Assistant Frank 
Antonelli informed the committee 
he could trim the $15,300 cost to 
add the additional bus down to 
$5,000, He did that by proposing 
two double runs at the Dewing 
School and using state reim- 
bursements. He said Austin 
students would be picked up by in- 
town buses and brought to the 
high school where the additional 
bus would be waiting. 

Brann charged that the 
allocation of the additional money 
is a “discrimination against all 
public school students." She said 
the $5,000 could have been used to 
provide needed services in 
Tewksbury 

Brann went on to ask when the 
parents of public school children

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will learn who their teachers will 
be, what bus they will be taking 
and how far they will have to 
walk. 

Carciofi responded to her first 
charge by saying, ‘I don't think 
you were ever misled. I think it 
was just a revaluation of the 
committee’s position.” He 
pointed out that she couldn’t 
remember when he said the 
$150,000 would not be added to and 
that he can’t recall saying that. 

Superintendent John Wynn said 
“we are in a quandary” as to how 
to communicate to the parents 
what their children’s class rooms 
and bus routes are, Class room 
assignments are normally made 
on the final report cards. But 
because the committee did not 
know the number of teachers 
coming back at the end of the 
school year the task could not be 
done, Wynn said. 

He also pointed out that funds to 
pay overtime for summer clerks 
to prepare and mail that in- 
formation was not there. Brann 
wondered aloud why the $5,000 
couldn't have been used to 
complete that work. 

Wynn said he hopes to get 
teacher assignments in the mail 
sometime this week. Parents will 
be notified of their children’s 
placement the week before school 
starts. Wynn added that he hopes 
to have bus routes printed in the 
local press before school starts. 

CAC member Christine Butt 
also aired her concerns with the 
committtee’s decision. She 
reaffirmed the CAC stance that 
the $150,000 should have been 
used to hire teachers to reduce 
the average class size. “Thirty- 
three kids to a class room. That's 
sick,"’ she said. 

She added that private school 
parents know who their teachers 
will be and what bus they'll be on 
while public school parents don't. 
She feels that private school 
parents aren't “‘hit by 2%" budget 
reductions and ‘we are’. 

“No other community around 
here is spending $150,000 to bus 
their kids out,"” Butt said. She 
added that figure is a “lot of 
money and a lot of teachers.” 

Committeeman James Sullivan 
disputed her conclusions. He said 
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“it is a theory” that if private 
busing is stopped more teachers 
can be rehired, but some of the 
students would then come back to 
the public schools and offset any 


gains. 

The CAC argued that only 
“some” would come back. They 
further agrued that when those 
slots opened up there would be 
other students waiting to take 
them. 

Carciofi termed it “a guessing 
game” to determine how many 
students would leave private 
schools if busing were eliminated. 


Butt said, “I came from a 
private school education, but I 
walked.” She added that it was 
her parent's decision to provide 
her with that education no matter 
how they did it and other people 
still feel the same way today. 

The CAC was also upset that the 
Austin parents were given their 
bus back so quickly. They also 
charged that the Austin parents 
do not realize the level of cuts that 
Tewksbury is making. 

The CAC commented that they 
come to committee meetings 


week after week and see how the 
money is spent and the reductions 
that result. They claimed the 
Austin parents did not know about 
that and questioned whether or 
not they cared. They also charged 
that since the Austin parents got 
what they wanted they may not 
come back to school committee 
meetings. 

Carciofi explained that he felt 
the committee is attempting to 
serve all the children in 
Tewksbury. He added that he 
realized that not everyone is 
going to be happy with some of 


the decisions the committee 
makes. 

Brann vowed that the fight to 
stop private school busing will 
continue. “If we have to, we will 
canvass door to door,” Brann 
said. 

Tewksbury Teachers 
Association President Sheila 
Walsh showed sympathy for the 
CAC. Walsh said she “com- 
pliments” the parents for their 
efforts and hopes “they can live 
with the frustraions of the an- 
swers they got tonight.” 


Underground telephone cable 
approved for North Wilmington

At their August 10 meeting 
Wilmington Selectmen granted 
permission to the New England 
Telephone Company to begin 
construction on a series of conduit 
underground cables. These cables 
are to begin at the junction of 
Middlesex Avenue and Route 62, 
opposite High Street; continue 
along Middlesex Avenue to Salem 
Street; then along Ballardvale 
Street to the Route 93 overpass, 
and end up at the Ballardvale 
Street industrial complex. 

The purpose of these additional 
cables, according to telephone 
company spokesman George 
Gagen, is to bring new industry 
into the park, as well as to relieve 
the phone company of the intense 
demands for service made by the 
complex. 

The excavation, which is to 
begin as soon as the company 
receives its permit from the state, 
should run from approximately 
August 20 to some time in Oc- 
tober, Gagen explained. It will be 
standard excavation involving 
the usual back-hoe and dump 
trucks that are employed in such 
work, 

The issue raised several 
questions from both the abuttors 
and the selectmen before the 
board’s decision was handed 
down. Sch@p) Committee 
Chairman John Brooks asked 
what protection would be 
provided to the North In- 
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termediate and other school 
children who walk to school along 
the sidewalks that are to be torn 
up for the construction. He noted 
that they can not be premitted to 
walk in the street without police 
protection. Gagen explained that 
the necessary police protection 
will be provided. Selectman 
DePasquale said, “I would make 
ita point that no construction will 
start prior to 8 a.m. Instead of 
forcing the phone company to 
stop working at around 2:20 when 
school is out, the selectmen 
decided to allow them to con- 
tinuee working as long as proper 
protection is provided for the 
school children. 

Chester Bruce, Conservation 
Commission Chairman, asked 
why the company is planning to 
tear up the left side of the street 

. which has sidewalks instead of 
the right side of the street which 
doesn't have any sidewalks. 
Gagen replied that they had to 
rule out going down the right side 
of the street because in several 
locations there is a question as to 
where the boundaries are. He 
added that the sidewalks are on 
town property, which eliminates 
the problem of boundaries. 

Brooks corrected Gagen saying 
that although the sidewalks are 
controlled by the town, they are 
not owned by the town. They are 
on private property, he explained, 
saying that upon his request 
several years ago, the owners in 
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the area gave a 10 foot strip of 
their own property for the pur- 
poses of building a sidewalk for 
school children. He went on to say 
that the sidewalks were built 
under an irrevocable license, but 
the entire length of the sidewalk is 
indeed private property. 

Gagen said that another reason 
for using the left side was to avoid 
all the water mains. Bruce ex- 
plained that there are water 
mains on both sides of the street, 
so the problem of water mains is 
unavoidable. 

At that point selectman Cain 
suggested a few alternate routes 
for the construction of the cables, 
all of which were shot down for 
various reasons, The last 
proposal, which was to use 
Ainsworth Road, a dirt road, was 
strongly considered, but then cast 
aside because there was a 
question as to whether it is a 
through way or a dead end. 

One man asked Gagen how the 
phone company plans to handle 
the rotary complex at Middlesex 
Avenue and Salem Stret. Gagen 
replied that they plan to put in the 
lines right through the diamond 
which is furthest to the left. 

Another woman asked what 
would happen to their driveways. 
Gagen explained that they will 
open and close an area all in one 
day. ‘There will be no driveways 
left open,” he said. He added that 
a couple hundred feet will usually 
be open at one time. 


Caira left the meeting to call 
Highway Superintendent Bob 
Palmer to find out why the 
company was going down the 
sidewalk. When he came back he 
explained that Palmer said they 
were using the sidewalks because 
of the traffic on that road. He also 
told Caira that if they decided to 
allow this construction it would be: 
subject to all the requlations set 
by the highway department. 
Palmer also said, according to 
Caira, that the selectmen could 
request that the phone company 
does not begin work before 9 a.m. 
if they wanted to. 

Caira also sked Gagen, “If you 
knew this thing was going to 
happen, why didn't we get at it in 
the middle of June so we'd have it 
over by September?" If it was 
done this way, he added, there 
would be no concern about school 
children. 

Gagen replied, ‘I really don’t 
know the answer to that.” He 
explained that the company 
really needs to begin work on this 
project as soon as possible 
because there is very little weight 
left on the existing poles for ad- 
ditional cable to meet the 
demands of the customers in the 
industrial complex. 

The board finally voted 
unanimously to grant the phone 
company permission to construct 
the cs it cables relative to the 
regulations set by the highway 
superintendent. 
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Projected class size 28.5 pupils 


According to projected figures 
prepared by Tewksbury 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Wynn, the average class size at 
the elementary level will be 28.5 
for the 1981-82 school year. Wynn 
released those figures along with 
a class size distribution to the 
school committee last Wednesday 
night. 


According to Wynn's projec- 
tions, there will be 2306 students 
attending the town’s five 
elementary schools. Those 
students will be distributed 
among 81 teachers, a reduction 
from the 111 teachers last year. 
The school committee agreed to 
fund 75 of those positions on July 6 
and five more positions on July 
29. The committee had filled 78 of 
those positions as of August 5 
leaving three open. Those three 
positions are being left open until

Wilmington resident George 
Dyas appeared before’ the Board 
of Selectmen August 10 to ask 
them to reconsider a decision 
they had made months earlier to 
disallow Las Vegas nights on 
Sundays. 

“I really can’t see where 
Sunday nights having a Vegas 
night can hurt the town,"’ Dyas 
said. He added that there are only 
three places in town where such a 
function can be held, and one of 
them is automatically out of the 
question because of the exhor- 
bitant fee charged to use the hall.

the administrators issue of 
“bumping” is resolved. 

Under a current plan being 
examined by the committee there 
may be cuts in the number of 
principals or assistant principals. 
If there are cuts, then the ad- 
ministrators who have previously 
taught in the system may 
“bump” down into the teaching 
unit until August 31. 

The five additional positions 
approved on July 29 came at the 
request of Wynn. At that time he 
informed the committee, who 
have been striving to hold the 
average class to 28, that there 
would be two classes with 37 
students, two with 34 and one with 
36 under his 76 teacher plan. The 
five additional positions have 
brought those classes down to two 
with 25 students and one each 
with 28, 26 and 24. Those extra 


five positions also helped to bring 
down the average class from 30.3 
under the 76 teacher plan to the 
current 28.5 with 81 teachers. 

Wynn said the class sizes will 
range from 24 to 33 students and 
gave a breakdown of the number 
of classes at each class size within 
that range. He also presented 
figures showing the number of 
classrooms at each grade level 
and how many students will be in 
those classes at each of the five 
schools. 

Wynn explained that under the 
81 teacher plan there will be 29 
classes below the average; 20 
classes at the average and 32 
classes over the average. He said 
that there will be three classes at 
the 24 student level, seven at the 
25, seven at 26, 12 at 27, 20 at 28, 
none at 29, nine at 30, eight at 21, 
13 at 32 and two at 33.

Dyas replied that it takes 50-60 
people to run a Las Vegas night, 
and some of those people hold 
jobs until 5:30 or 6:30 at night. On 
a Sunday they could rest all day 
and still be able to come early 
enough to have a profitable 
evening. 

DePasquile said that there are 
plenty of options with all the days 
of the week left open for this type 
of function. He also said that he 
didn’t think that the hour dif- 
ference between the starting and 
the closing of a Vegas night on a 
week night was that significant. 
“Sunday is a special day," he 
added, and asked why a Vegas 
night couldn't be held on a Friday 
or Saturday night.

Look around at what people choose for 
dinner in restaurants and think of what 
you eat regularly at home. Meat and 
potatoes, right? It's time you seriously 
considered eating more fish 

Fish is so much better than other 
forms of animal protein, mainly because 
it is so low in calories and fat for the 
amount of protein supplied. Fish is also 
known to have the ability to lower the 
cholesterol levels of people eating it 
Numerous studies have shown that 
eating more fish is one of the easiest and 
most enjoyable ways to improve health. 

Americans, for the most part, are so 
hooked on meat and potatoes that they 
overlook fish far too often. Quite clearly, 
the U.S. has a fish deficiency. On the 
average, people in the United States eat 
only slightly more than 10 pounds of 
dressed fish a year. In bulk-fish terms, 
per capita consumption comes to less 
than 35 pounds. Swedes eat twice as 
much fish as we do, and people in 
Portugal eat 3-and one-half times as 
much 


Part of the problem is that the U.S. is a 
big country, with many people living a 
thousand miles or more from the ocean 
But Russia is even bigger and more 
landlocked than the U.S., and its people 
eat an average of 58.6 pounds of fish a 
year. Clearly, there is a cultural 
problem working to ruin the interest in 
fish 


Another part of the fish problem is the 
wide use of frozen foods. Fish that has 
been frozen almost never tastes as good 

+ a8 fresh fish, Breaded fish can be frozen 
fairly well, but plain fillets dry out easily 
and simply don’t have the delicate 
flavor that makes fresh fish so en 
joyable. 

How do you tell if fish is fresh? First, 
look it over. You can tell freshness most 
easily by examining a whole fish. The 
gills should be bright red. Avoid fish 
whose gills have a dark red or dull look. 
The eyes should be bright, clear and 
alert -not dull and milky looking 

If you can get close to the fish, see if it 
smells good. Avoid a fish with a strong 
odor. The skin of a good fish should not 
be slippery or slimy. Good quality fish is 
usually displayed on shaved ice in a 
refrigerated case. If a store has fresh, 
whole fish on hand, you can usually 
count on the freshness of the fillets it 
also sells 


Cooking fish 


Cooking fish properly is so simple you 
wonder why some people are ever 
confused about how to do it. Here is a 
foolproof method suggested by the 
Culinary Institute of America 

Moisten fresh breadcrumbs with just 
a little melted butter - only enough so the 
breadcrumbs won't burn when exposed 
to the broiler. Place the fish fillet on a 
lightly olled pan and sprinkle crumbs on 
top lightly. You don't want the fish to 


have the appearance of being breaded. 
‘The only purpose of the crumbs is to give 
@ little crispness to the fish and to 
prevent it from drying out. 

Place the pan six inches from the 
broiler. Check the fish after four to five 
minutes of broiling, by lifting the fillet 
very gently with a fork. When the fish is 
done it should flake easily and still be 
mélst. Also, the breadcrumbs should 
have a light golden color. An average 
size fillet of fish is done after eight 
minutes of broiling. 

Overcooking is perhaps the worst 
mistake a fish cook can make. The flesh 
of fish is delicate, almost like the white 
of an egg. Fancy recipes, such as sauces 
and extra butter, add extra calories, so 
use sparingly 


Guide to ‘health fish’ 


A few years ago, some fish got bad 
names for themselves because of water 
pollution, Tuna and especially swordfish 
were removed from many restaurant 
menus, for fear of mercury con- 
tamination, There were some well- 
publicized cases of hepatitis caused by 
the eating of shellfish which grew in 
water containing sewage. And there still 
are bans on the regular eating of fresh- 
water fish that live in lakes and rivers 
polluted with long-lived industrial

chemicals 

‘The health image of fish has improved 
greatly since those times. The mercury 
scare has largely faded, because it was 
discovered that large ocean fish have 
always had tiny amounts of mercury in 
their flesh, picked up from natural 
sources. Harvesting shellfish {from 
polluted areas is not banned, so you have 
less to fear from viruses in clams. 

Freedom from pollution, through is 
not the only way - and maybe not even 
the best way to judge the value of dif 
ferent types of fish to our health, Fish 
are variable in their inner makeup and 
some don't exactly qualify as health 
food 

Shellfish, for example, tend to be 
fairly high in cholesterol and fat content. 
Perhaps their fatty taste is what make 
them so popular. Shellfish should be 
eaten as a special treat, not as a steady 
diet of food-for-health. Oysters do have a 
special health value because they are 
one of the only foods with very high zinc 
content. But if you eat them for their 
zine, be sure they come from unpolluted 
waters, 

Finfish vary in health value too. Some 
are more fatty than others. Fatty fish 
are richer in calories, and therefore are

reaches critical low 


The American Red Cross Blood Ser- 
vices — Northeast Region has issued a 
“blood alert’ that blood supplies are a’ 
critically low level. In order to meet the 
needs of patients in nearly 200 hospitals in 
Massachusetts and Maine, 2000 additional 
donors must give blood during the next 
week in the two-state region. 

“When supplies decline to this level we 
must alert the community,” said Thomas 
Schroot, administrator of the Blood 
Services Northeastern Massachusetts 
Center. “We are calling upon all eligible 
donors to visit the Red Crass donor center 
at 85 Lowell Street in Peabody or to 
donate blood at the most convenient 
community bloodmobile, * Schroot said. 
Schroot explained ‘that while the 


demand for blood remains fairly constant 
throughout the year, blood donors are less 
available during the summer. ‘About 25 
percent of blood donors are students, and 
during the summer most re away from 
the area. Many other gegular donors are 
‘on vacation as well, so we find it more 
difficult to maintain adequate blood 
supplies.” 

Any healthy adult who weighs at least 
110 pounds and has never had hepatitis is 
urged to donate blood at the Northeastern 
Massachusetts Blood Center, 8 Lowell 
Street, Peabody, between the hours of 
9:30 a.m.

Volunteer advocates from the nursing 
home advocacy program visit nursing 
homes three hours a week, on their own 
time, to assist residents by providing 
information and speaking on their behalf 
tostaff 

However diligently the staff of nursing 
homes work for the comfort of their 
residents there is still a need for sup- 
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plemental concern. ‘Twenty-one volun: 
teers now staff the program which has 
served nursing home residents for over a 
year. The volunteers vary in background 
from college students to retired persons. 

Additional volunteers are needed to 
visit nursing home residents in your 
neighborhood. A free training program 
for new volunteers has been planned for 
the Fall 

The goal of the advocacy program is to 
improve the quality of life for nursing 
home residents by forging a closer link 
between residents and their community, 
Your help is needed.

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anybody. And the residents would want to 
touch... But it was hard to do that. Pretty 
soon they'd all pile on the bus and leave 
and everything would be quiet. 

"I felt we were not allowing the 
residents to develop relationships,” Mr. 
‘Thompson continues. “We were caught in 
the same kind of syndrome where we 
were not letting the residents do anything 
for themselves,”” 

Coincidentally, Buffalo's only day-care 
center was closing down at that time. The 
community need was certainly there, as 
was a need of nursing home employees to 
have their children near them. It also 
appeared that no major remodeling would 
be necessary to add day-care facilities. 
Armed with those facts, John Thompson 
went to the board of directors. Six months 
later, with the board's skeptical approval, 
his idea became an active program. 

“Some of our concerns revolved around 
what would happen if young children were 
exposed to chronic illness or maybe 
mental confusion on a daily basis. Well, 
after we opened, we quickly found out that 
measuring people's value by their mental 
and physical perfectness was developed 
very nicely by us, but not by children. 
They're curious about disability," Mr. 
Thompson says. “But their honesty and 
value systems have not yet developed to 
the point that they judge a person's value 
on the basis of whether they are young or 
old.”

Mr. Thompson relates a case in point 
that occurred when a small child wan- 
dered info a resident's room and 
discovered its legless occupant in a 
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Retirees and day-care children mix well 


wheelchair. “He walked right up to him 
and said, ‘Hey, where are your legs’ The 
old man answered simply, ‘They didn't 
work any more so the doctor took them 
off.’ The child said, ‘Oh.' Well, he still had 
a lap so the child asked if he could have a 
ride to the room where they were making 
popcorn. The guy picked him up, put him 
in his lap, and off they went. It didn't 
make any difference if he had legs or not. 
So we found out that having a day-care 
center in this kind of atmosphere was 
mutually beneficial.” 

The benefits to old and young begin 
early in the morning when the first day- 
care pupils arrive, an occurrence that 
does not go by unnoticed, Residents’ 
rooms are just across the hall, and soon 
after the children settle in, it’s time to go 
visiting. Led through the halls by aides, 
the energetic toddlers make their mor- 
ning rounds, chatting nonsense to the 
ladies and planting cracker-crumb kisses 
on the whiskered cheeks of 90-plus gen- 
tlemen. Eagerly, residents reach out to 
grab a youngster’s chubby hand. 
Sometimes they even manage to coax one 
up on a lap for a short ride in a 
wheelchair. 

Paulette Klatt, director of the day-care 
center, says this “spontaneous i 
teraction" is the best. “The toddlers are 
not inhibited at all. The'll walk up to 
someone and give them a kiss or say hi.” 
They're much more outgoing by being in 
this type of environment, she says. 

Reaction from parents using the center 
has been equally positive. Donna Kind has 
taken her daughter Kristina to the center 
since it opened. “I think it's beautiful,” 
Mrs. Kind says, “Kristina’s real grand- 
father is at the center, and she gets to see 
him every day. Because I'm a working 
parent, Kristina didn't know what an 
extended family was all about. Now she 
does. She also accepts both physical and 
mental disabilities much better than any 
adult 1 know,” Mrs. Kind says. “It's a 
very good learning situation."” 

Interaction at the center is encouraged 
and often planned. Activities include 
baking, card bingo, making popcorn, sing- 
a-longs, bowling with plastic pins, and 
exercise twice a week. 

“It's much easier to get the residents to 
exercise when the children are there," 
Martha Brophy, recreational

problem. Now it's fun. The kids have so 
much enthusiasm and really get the 
people going,” 

Most of the daily activities go better 
with children, it seems. Every op- 
portunity is provided for old and young to 
touch as often as possible, Both residents 
and children enjoy joint field trips to the 
zoo or circus several times a year, and 
frequent outings to the park are the high- 
light of many summer days. But for thase 
who can't go out, there's a special thrill 
indoors, looking at the babies. 

“It's especially fun when the infants go 
through the halls in the porta-cribs,"” 
Paulette Klatt says. “All the residents 
come to their doors to see and touch the 
babies. Some of them even come down to 
the nursery later to feed them their 
bottles."” 

John Thompson thinks it's this kind of 
interaction and family type of reaction 
that makes this’ nursing home more like 
real life. ‘It shows both the positive and 
the negative, And we've come to believe 
that even some of the negative things. 
are positive." 

On the positive side is a new bonding 
that takes place between staff person and 
resident. When that happens, residents, 
staff, and their children become one large 
extended family. Residents who saw staff 
infants come in at six weeks now watch 
them at 18 months - walking, talking, and 
calling them Gramps. Currently, staff 
children make up about one-half ‘of the 
full-time day-care enroliment, a statistic 
Mr. Thompson believes could be making'a 
difference in employee turnover, which 
went from 46 percent two years ago to a 
‘current 23 percent. 

Although turnover is dropping, enroll- 
ment in the da: re center is not. 
licensed to take 31 children, the nonprofit 
center now carried 50 (not all come with 
the same regularity). There has been a 
two-page waiting list since the center was 
two months old. Those fortunate enough to 
get in must be between the ages of six 
weeks and 12 years. Registrauon 1 au, 
and a full week's tuition is $41.25. The 
center, which operates solely from funds 
provided by its users, is open 12 months a 
year, a fact that pleases resident Walter 
Kelley 

“I like to be amongst ‘em, play little 
tricks on 'em,"" he says “It'

It's also important to know 
that fish contain both saturated and 
unsaturated fat, Fish that are naturally 
high in fat contain a greater percentage 
of saturated fat than low-fat fish, with 
few exceptions. (Albacore tuna is a fatty 
fish, but it contains a relatively high 
amount of the good polyunsaturates. 

In the health-fish derby, haddock wins 
the grand prize. It clearly is the lowest 
in fat of all the popular fishes. Also, 
haddock has the big advantage of being 
good tasting, available and relatively 
inexpensive. Other finfish which taste 
fine and are only a tiny bit highter in fat 
than haddock are cod, flounder, sole, 
halibut, ocean perch, red snapper, pike 
and pollack. Skipjack tuna and yellowfin

fat. There is a large group of very fine- 
tasting and healthful fish that are only a 
little higher on the fat chain, but which 
are still much lower in calories (and 
higher in minerals and other useful 
nutrients per ounce) than the common 
meats like beef and pork. Some of the 
most popular ot those are: bass, 
bluefish, catfish, troul, smelt, yellow 
perch, porgy and snook 

Now for fatty fish. Some of the names 
on this list will surprise you: herring, 
mackerel, albacore and bluefin tuna, 
most species of salmon, whitefish, 
bonito, eel, pompano, rockfish, shad, 
swordfish and rose fish. Canned sar- 
dines, especially thos packed in oil, are 
well into the fatty class, 

It is wise to know that some of the oily 
types of fish are not quite as good as the 
others if you are eating fish to lose 
weight, or to try to control your 
cholesterol level 

Clearly, the whole question of fish 
eating for health offers important op 
portunities. Without a doubt, most 
‘Americans would be healthier if they ate 
more of the better kinds of fish. In order 
for that to happen, millions of people are 
going to have to learn how to select and 
prepare fish, and supplies will have to be 
boosted to meet increased demands. 
‘These two needs challenge present 
capabilties and cultural instincts, but 
they must be addressed if the national 
level of health in the U.S. is to be im

Preparing for a

Anima! care and handling is high on the 
list of career choices for many young 
people today and those in the animal 
welfare field are frequently asked how to 
go about preparing for a career that in- 
volves working with animals. 

One of the best ways to prepare for any 
career is to learn by doing. There are few 
schools or other formal means of 
preparing for careers as a dog groomer or 
breeder, for example. For those in- 
tefested in becoming veterinarians, of 
course, a formal education at a college of 
veterinary medicine is a must. There are 
many other careers, however, that .in- 
volve animals and can be learned on a 
volunteer or apprentice basis. 

‘A good place to start is your public 
library where you can find background 
information on just about any career you 
can think of. Read everything you can 
find on animal care, training, nutrition, 
breeding, and anything else that might be 
of interést. After that, we advise young 
people to get involved with a local dog or 
cat club, where they'll meet other people 
who can increase their knowledge of the 
field. If you own a dog, join an obedience 
club. You'll not only get valuable training 
for you and your pet, but have a chance to 
get to know the instructor and gain from 
his experience getting started in the field

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Pioneer 10:at ‘silver AU’ describes sun’s atmosphere 


Pioneer 10, almost 4 billion kilometers 
(25 billion miles) from the Sun, has now 
ovided the most complete picture yet 
available of the Sun’s atmosphere and 
solar space. The findings represent new 
understanding of the solar system and 
characteristics of stars in the universe. 

Pioneer is making man’s first trip out of 
the solar system and is farther out than 
any previous spacecraft. 

On July 28, Pioneer 10 passed the 25 
Astronomical Unit (AU) mark, the Silver 
AU. An astronomical unit is the distance 
from the Earth to the Sun, about 150 
million km (93 million mi.) 

From 25 AU, the Earth is a pinpoint 
never more than 2.3 degrees away from a 
Sun still intensely bright, but no larger 
than a pin head. 

Pioneer 10 is now between Uranus and 
Neptune’s orbits. It takes 3 hours and 28 
minutes for spacecraft data, traveling at 
the speed of light, to reach the Pioneer 
Operations Center at NASA's Ames 

© Research Center, Mountain View, Calif. 

Since it was launched in March 1972, 
Pioneer 10 has been sending back date on 
the heliosphere, the Sun's atmosphere. 

‘The 1.6 million kilometers per hour (1 
million miles per hour) solar wind forms 
the solar atmospere. Like the Sun, most 
stars have their own atmospheres. By 
describing the atmosphere of our Sun, 
which is typical of the majority of stars in 
the galaxy, Pioneer 10 is making a major 
step in understanding how the universe is 
put together, according to Dr. Aaron 
Barnes, Pioneer Investigator, Solar 
Winds, at NASA-Ames, 

Pioneer 10 findings paint the following 
new and detailed picture of the Sun's 
atmosphere: 

The heliosphere is now believed to be a 
huge, tear-shaped magnetic bubble 
created by the solar wind. It gets its tear- 
drop shape from streamlining due to the 
motion of the solar system through the 
interstellar gas, The skin of the bubble, 
the boundary region between stellar and 
interstellar gas, is believed to lie between 
50 and 100 AU from the Sun. 

The solar wind, which consists of 
streams of ionized’ gases, travels at an 
average of 1.6 million km-br (1 million 
mph) away from the Sun in all directions, 
dragging the Sun’s magnetic field with it 
This bubble, which probably extends far 
beyond Pluto, is believed to breathe, 
expanding and contracting like a giant 
cosmic lung with each 11-year solar cycle, 
according to Dr. John Simpson, Pioneer 
Investigator, High Energy Particles, 
University of Chicago.

The entire 
heliosphere is split by a current sheet, 
extending out from the solar equator, The 
sheet separates the northern magnetic 
hemisphere from the southern magnetic 
hemisphere. This current sheet, and the

Jupiter ap- 
pears to be losing energy while the rest of 
the heliasphere is gaining enerev 


*Y “Jupiter seems to have an immense 


effect on the whole solar system," Dyal 
said 

Scientists expect Pioneer 10 to fill in 
more pieces of the puzzle as it contimes 
its escape from the solar. system. 

“We expect solar effects to decrease 
farther out," predicted McDonald. “We 
should see dramatic increases in in- 
coming low-energy cosmic ray particles 
from the galaxy, which dominate the 
outer heliosphere. We will find out how 
many of these galactic particles there 
really are. We expect things to be very 
exciting.” 

Barnes summed up the importance of 
the Pioneer 10 findings: 

“This is our first chance to begin to 
realize how a star (the Sun) interacts with 
its environment. We now have most 
elements of the environment of a star in a 
play.” 


Many of Pioneer 10's findings surprised 
scientists and reversed earlier theories. 
But perhaps the most significant was the 
extent of the Sun's influence 

The discovery that the heliosphere 
extends to 25 AU and perhaps as far as 100 
AU means that “if you were living on any 
other planet, you would find @ solar en- 
vironment surrounding it like that 
surrounding Earth. This would include: a 
constant solar wind, buffets by solar 
magnetic storms, and, in many cases 
radiation belts,"" said’ Dr. James Van 
Allen, University of Iowa, who discovered 
Earth's two radiation belts, now called 
the Van Allen Belts, 

Pioneer 10 data can be used to forecast 
“solar” conditions for Voyager 2 during 
its encounter with the planet Uranus in 
1986, Van Allen added. The findings also 
predict similar solar environment con- 
ditions for Neptune and Pluto. 


Some scientists had predicted that the 

heliopause, the border between the Sun's 
atmosphere and interstellar space, would 
be found at AU. 

Pioneer 10 completed the first trip to 
Jupiter in 1973. In 1979, Pioneer 11, which 
algo is now observing the heliosphere, 
completed the first trip to Saturn. 

Some other recent Pioneer 10 findings 
we 

‘The solar wind was expected by some 
scientists to slow down with distance, but 
this has not happened. Almost no motional 
energy has been lost as heat. 

The primary source of turbulence in the 
outer heliosphere is solar storms, not 
solar wind collisions, 

Near solar maximum, cosmic ray 
articles in all velocity ranges (even near 
light speed) become half as numerous or 
are shut out completely from the 
heliosphere

Saying because of the atrocious 
acoustics at the Metropolitan Center. 
‘Camelot,” which returns to the stage 

this summer with Richard Harris 
playing the role of King Arthur, is a 
stirring musical that would be faultless 
if not for the fact that it was being 
played at the Met. Once again, a big pre 
Broadway production has been humbled 
by the horrid acoustics of the converted 
movie house. It's truly a shame, for 
"Camelot" may not be as appreciated 
as it would be in a building where one 
can hear every word that is said 

‘The story is a winner, the players are 
all fascinating to behold, and the 
costumes are a treat. I imagine that if 
people could hear it they might be more 
impressed. And they are impressed 
despite the handicap. 

“Camelot” is the tale of a way of life 
It is set in a magical time where the 
English people come under the rule of 
the warm, if bumbling, King Arthur. His 
aim is to civilize his country, and 
Camelot is the story of how he did it 

Arthur, of course, had ascended to the 
throne after pulling Excalibur out of a 


massive stone. This was no mean feat, 
for after the former King of England had 
thrust the sword into the stone, he 
proclaimed that the first man to pull it 
out would be the new king. Many had 
tried in vain before Arthur, who came to 
it quite inadvertently. 

As king he was an unsure ruler, 
dependent upon Merlin, a magician he 
had befriended in his youth, to make all 
his decisions. He never paid much heed 
to those decisions, or the lessons that 
were to be learned from them, until it 
came time to marry. Then, just when 
Arthur felt he needed Merlin the most, 
the old magician lost his powers and the 
king was left to fend for himself 

He married the lovely Queen 
Guenevere, and with her as his in 
spiration, mapped out his historic plans 


for the Knights of the Roundtable. In, 


stead of pillaging helpless folk, as 
knights had been known to do, the KRT 
will serve to protect them, with the 
slogan “Might for Right” as their battle 
cry. 

This ingenious idea draws the at 
tention of one Lancelot Du Lac of Joyous 
Gard, whose own ideals match those of 
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Richard

as King Arthur 


the English king, He comes to England 
to serve under Arthur as a Knight, and 
soon proves to be the best warrior in the 
country. He also falls in love with 
Guenevere, which is where the plot 
starts to thicken 

Arthur recognizes the love between 
the two, but loves them both too much to 
force the issue. They love him, as well 
and abstain from revealing their true 
emotions towards one another. 

Everything is going along - hardly 
smoothly, but then not rocky, either: - 
when Arthur's illegitimate son, Mor: 
dred, shows up. Mordred is bent on 
finding a way in which to remove Arthur 
from the throne, and believes that by 
revealing Lancelot and Guenevere, he 
will force his father's hand. 

He sets up a trap in which the Queen 
and Sir Lancelot are caught together 
while the King is off on a hunting trip. 
Lancelot escapes, but Guenevere does 
not, and is charged with treason and 
found guilty in a trial by jury - one of 
Arthur's contributions to civilizing 
England. 

Arthur is then torn as to whether to go 
through with the conviction of his wife, 
or save her, at the risk of the country 
being thrown into an uproar. Lancelot 
‘comes, rescues her, and Arthur's hand 
is forced. He must declare war on his 
best friend, Lancelot, for the pride of

England. 

This is all pretty heavy stuff, but the 
delightful music of Lerner and Lowe 
help to move it along, and there are 
several comic interludes by eccentric 
King Pellinore which lighten up the 
proceedings. 

Harris is captivating as Arthur. He 
originally starred in the motion picture 
version which was released in 1967. He ts, 
both tender and kind, as well as tor. 
tured, hurt, and defiant. He is a great 
character actor, who seems to enjoy 
playing the part of the warm-hearted 
King. But he can be haunting, too; his 
eyes burn a fire that projects all the way 
to the back of the house. 

Richard Muenz is a wonderful Lan. 
celot. He has a fine voice, and one of the 
more memorable scenes is when he 
sings “If Ever I Would Leave You."" 

Meg Bussert plays the radiant Queen 
Guenevere, and her performance is 
lovely 

Sure to be a favorite is Barrie Ingham 
as King Pellinore,Mis frazzled white 
hair, humorous accent, and delightful 
quips are all carried out well 

“Camelot” is a fine production. It 
should be seen - but more importantly, it 
should be heard. The Met Center gives 
plenty of people a chance to see it, but 
unfortunately, not enough of them can 
hear to fully appreciate it

The residence of Gary and Linda Oman 
is a contemporary wooden house in the 
Pacific Northwest style. An upstairs loft 
has two bedrooms and a bath. But best of 
all, the living room has large picture 
windows looking out on the water - at very 
close range. 

‘The Omans, with their daughter Heidi, 
live in a houseboat. For more than 11 
years they have been members in good 
‘standing of the floating home community 
on Seattle’s Lake Union. 

There are-obvious advantages to 
houseboat life - all the things you can’t do 
in a backyard pool. Everybody has some 
sort of a craft - a kayak, sailboat, 
motorboat, canoe, or dinghy. The Omans 
enjoy windsurfing, canoeing, and 
swimming off their deck. 

Yet the physical use of the water just 
skims the surface of their involvement 
with the lake, There are subtler ad- 
vantages too. 

“We are always aware of the lake, 
whether it is from the houseboat moving, 
or from the light patterns all over the 
house made by the :oflections of the 
water,” says Mrs. Oman. 

‘The Omans fee! fortunate to have their 
floating home. Houseboats are scarce, 
with just 440 in the Seattle metropolitan 
area with a population of over a half 
million, Located on Lake Union and its 
Portage Bay arm, some of the homes are 
as much as a half century old and are 
wor'th $30,000 to $40,000. They look similar 
to bungalows built at the same time on 
land. More modern houseboats carry a 
price tag of close to $250,000. 

The sense of neighborhood is strong in 
the houseboat community. It's impossible 
to get from the floating home to the street 
without seeing a neighbor and saying 
hello. During the: 1960s, the community 
banded together to save the houseboats 
from extinction. Because the houseboats 
were not hooked up to a sewer system, the 
city government wanted to tear down the 
existing homes and ban any new ones, 
The lobbying efforts of the community 
resulted in a sewage hookup and new 
ordinances and codes to control building 
and ensure the future of the community 

Seattle houseboaters are no Bohemian 
adventurers, but the switch from shore to 
water for a family can alter many aspects 
of life, Since space is at a premium, it 
must be used efficiently, 

“Your sense of values as far as 
possessions go change," says Mr. Oman, 
who recalls three Goodwill trucks hauling 
away the accumulation of their early 
marriage years when they moved to their 
1,000-square-foot home. Both parents 
teach and the whole family travels during 
the summer. To prepare for summer 
renters, they still discard things annually 

The simplest purchase is weighed in 
terms of usefulness and value, so the 
Omans believe when they do acquire an

item, it means more to them, When they 
were considering buying bicycles, the 
family had to weigh the projected use’ vs 
the storage problem. 

Moving into a houseboat presents a few 
problems regular homeowners do not 
face. Furniture must be balanced so the 
floor does not tip. No large-scale en- 
tertaining can be done. The close 
proximity of everyone must be tolerated. 
And. houseboat families must keep in 
mind that what moves the water outside 

cause water to move inside as well. 
‘You learn not to fill up the bathtub too 
full,” says Mr. Oman. 

‘The family enjoys the animal life that 
teems in the Lake Union area. Ducks, 
geese, and raccoons all live on or near 
their dock, and an occasional muskrat is 
seen, The nearby University of 
Washington Arboretum, which includes 


some canoe ‘‘paths," also supports 
wildlife 

The Omans watch each spring and 
summer as ducklings hatch. One female 
duck is particularly fond of the family's 
tomato garden as a nesting spot, and she 
digs up the plants when she is ready to lay 
her six or seven eggs. One spring a goose 
family nested in a neighbor's planter. 

“When tHe female and male were both 
there, I'd have to fight my way past with 
broom," says Mrs. Oman. 

‘The Omans are a gardening family, and 
living over the water has advantages for 
green thumbs~There are no coiled hoses 
and sprinklers in storage, and there is no 
need to till the earth each. spring. The 
Omans grow enough tomatoes, despite the 
mother duck, to supply.them through the 
summer. They eat fresh carrots, zucchini, 
squash, strawberries, and peas from their 


deck garden. Mrs. Oman has a flourishing 
herb garden at the entrance. But the 
family has drawn the line at orchards; 
both: a fig tree and a peach tree were 
knocked off the deck and into the deep. 
Indoors, the light reflected from the 
lake enables the Omans to grow tropical 
plants such as coffee, banana, plumeria,

Circus in the Mall

Starting Thursday, August 13, the life- 
size, spectacular animated Circus, will 
come to life in the Northshore Shopping 
Center Mall. 

The sword swallower, strong men, 
organ grinders, pony trainers, camel 
trainer and elephants will wait poised 
for their cue from the circus 
ringmaster. Hundreds of monkeys will 
climb cages, hang from the ropes and 
play musical instruments and there will 
be all manner and form of clowns: 
clowns ‘in funny suits, with big noses, 
ears and painted faces will perform for 
the delight of all. 

With the help of wheels, wires and 
electricity, the animals begin the per 
formance. Lion cubs pounce on the back 
of their mother, father gorilla bottle: 
feeds his youngster, while his mate jabs 
a jeering thumb in his direction. Bears 
ride bicycles, seals balance colorful 
balls on their noses and a flock of geese 
form a winged orchestra 

While the human figures are slightly 
smaller than life-size, the animals are 
full scaled. The giraffes and elephants 
tower a good eight or nine feet from the 
ground. Twitching eyelids, swishing 
tails and moving paws, make the beasts 
seem almost real 

The Circus, manufactured in Ger 
many, consists of 23 separate displays 
including cages, center rings and a 
variety of “acts” displayed throughout, 
the Northshove Mall. There is no charge 
to the Circus and visitors are urged to 
bring their cameras. 

Youngsters and adults can have their 
colored photo taken taming an “almost 
real” tiger. The photo booth, near 
Jordan Marsh, will contain a life-size 
animated tiger, which visitors can 
“pretend” to tame while the photo is 
being taken 

For further excitment, free circus 
ballons will be given to all children at 
the photo booth from 11 AM to 3 PM, and 
all visitors have a chance to win a 
Money-free Shopping Spree.

Electromagnetism 


Boston's Museum of Science features 
electromagnetism this month in a new 
exhibition about the two scientists 
responsible for much of the pioneering 
work in the field 

‘Lines and Waves: Faraday, Max 
well, and 150 years of Elec 
tromagnetism’’ commemorates 
Michael Faraday's 1831 discovery of 
electromagnetic induction, and the 
birth, that same year, of the physicist 
James Clerk Maxwell 

Faraday and Maxwell were the first 
to demonstrate many of the unifying 
principles of electricity, magnetism, 
and light. Faraday saw lines of force 
underlying these phenomena, while the 
more mathematically inclined Maxwell 
later evolved the famous wave theory to 
account for their interconnection. 

Reproductions of original 
photographs, documents, and ex 
perimental apparatus provide a vivid 
view of the lives and work of the two 
scientists and some of their colleagues. 
Included are the recent color 
photographs of Saturn that illustrate 
Maxwell's mathematical proof- more 
than 100 years before Voyager - that the 
rings are made of particles. 

Visitors can try for themselves the 
demonstration model of Faraday's 
induction ring, and observe the model of 
Oersted's wire and compass ex 
periment 


Fish Stocking 


With the technical advice of the Soil 
Conservation Service, the Middlesex 
and Essex Conservation Districts are 
contemplating sponsoring a fish sale to

stock ponds in Middlesex and Essex 
counties, in order to provide recreation 
for as many pond owners as possible. 

It has been determined that the vast 
majority of ponds in Middlesex and 
Essex counties are classified as “warm 
water” ponds. This means that the 
temperature of the pond, 6 inches below 
the surface, is greater than 70 degrees F 
for at least one month during the 
summer. It is common practice to stock 
warm water ponds with large mouth 
bass along with golden shiners as a 
forage fish for the bass. 


A source of large mouth bass for 
private pond owners does not exist in the 
State of Mass. There are no federal 
facilities available, and state hatchery 


production is used only to stock public 
waters. The majority of pond owners in 
the Middlesex and Essex area have 
small ponds. The low stocking rates 
does not make it financially feasible for 
individual landowners to obtain fish 
from out-of-state sources.
